2019  and  April  4,  2019.  Still  nothing  much  has  been  done  to  clear  the 
sidewalk  in  that  area. 

Today,  I  called  1(800)  996-2481  (Street  Maintenance),  and  was  directed 
to  contact  David  Fletcher  (Supvr.  of  Street  Maintenance  for  this  Area)  at 
(828)  365-2572  and  Ken  Rodriguez  (also  a  Supvr.)  at  (818)  756-8811. 

Mr.  Rodriguez  did  not  answer  his  phone.  However,  I  was  only  able  to 
speak  with  David  Fletcher,  but  I  do  not  feel  I  got  any  resolve  from  him 
to  remedy  the  condition  on  Glenoaks  Blvd. 

Our  community's  concern  is  for  the  safety  and  cleanliness  of  our 
sidewalks  and  streets.  Expressing  our  concern  to  him  for  safety  of 
pedestrians  using  the  sidewalk  along  the  10800  and  10700  blocks  of 
Glenoaks  Blvd.,  Mr.  Fletcher  simply  stated  no  one  has  to  step  off  the 
curb  and  into  the  street  because  "the  sidewalk  is  walkable”.  THAT'S 
NOT  TRUE!  *Please  see  attached  photos  of  a  mother  and  3  children 
walking  along  Glenoaks  Blvd.  The  mother  is  walking  in  the  street  (due 
to  blocked  sidewalk)  with  small  child  in  the  baby  buggy,  while  the  other 
2  children  walk  along  the  edge  of  the  partially  covered  rock/small 
boulder,  brush,  soil  and  trashed-filled  sidewalk.  Numerous  photos 
below  show  condition  of  the  sidewalk.  These  photos  were  taken  today! 

We  would  appreciate  any  help  from  your  department  in  getting  this 
area  cleaned  up  for  the  health  and  safety  of  pedestrians,  especially  for 
the  MaClay  Middle  School  students  who  walk  daily  to  and  from  school 
along  that  stretch  of  Glenoaks  Blvd.
